It is particularly strong in the straw 


und yet not too coarse to be used for 
green feed for horses, and cattle. 
Since it is a hull-less oat, it makes! 


better feed, especially for calves and 
hogs than oats baving the hulls on, 
and those who are engaged in live 
stock farming will realize the wast- 
age in feeding oats with hulls without 
crushing them, That is one of the 
chief advantages of hull-less oats as 
a green feed., 

Horses are particularly fond of 
this hull-less oat, and our experience 
has been that they do better on it 
| than on other forms of green teed we 
have used. The yield is not quite as 
| high as in the case of such oats as 
Gopher, Banner and Victory, yet it is 
|quite a high yield; with a normai 
| crop it runs fifty, sixty or perhaps 
seventy bushels per acre, and a mea: 
sured bushel of a good sample of 
hull-less oats should weigh in the 
|neighborhood of fifty pounds. ‘The 
Laurel is an early maturing variety
